RED TAPE UNDONE. 

A Comprehensive Explanation of the flanagemettt of 
riunicipal Affairs. 

The Newton Free Library, Its History. Resources and Needs^ 
Briefly Outlined. 


A municipal itistitution, which 
somehow, is never thought of by the 
average resident as a city department 
at all, is the Newton Free Librart'. 

The present library is the out- 
growth of a literary association 
formed at Newton Corner in 1848, and 
which conceived the free library idea 
in 186S. The present site was pur- 
chased in 1866 and the corner stone 
of the buildings was laid by the late 
Hon. J. Wiley Edmand.s, in 1368. The 
money for its construction and equip- 
ment was raised by popular subscrip- 
tion, over 565,000 being received, and 
it was formally* opened on June 17, 
1870. The library w'as incorporated 
in 1871 and on the inauguration of 
the city government in 1874, steps 
were taken to transfer the property to 
the city. This was consumated in 
1876, when the keys were delivered to 
the city authorities on March 16. 

The present library is managed by 
a board of five trustees appointed by 
the Mayor, and which annually or- 
ganizes by the choice of a president, 
a , secretary, a librarian, a superin- 
tendent and appoints sub-committees 
on library and building. Assistant 
librarians and a janitor are also ap- 
pointed by the trustees, who hold 
monthly meetings except during July 
and August. 

The librarian is the executive officer 
of the trustees aud has the general 
care of the library, books, and assist- 
ants at the main library utid branches, 
of which the yearly cost of main- 
tenance is about 5l3,CHX). It is need- 
less to say that such a position re- 
quires executive as well as literary 
ability, and Newton has always been 
fortunate in finding the righi person 
to fill the position. The first liTirarian 
was Miss James, who served for 17 
years, and was followed temporarialy 
by the Kev. Bradford K. Pierce, 
whose six months in office ended on 
Jan. 1st, 1888. Miss Elizabeth F. 
Thurston, the present librarian was 
his successor aud brought to the po- 
sition an experience of seven years 
in the library as an assistant. Her 
work is marked by a thoroughness 
and conscientiousness which is great- 
ly appreciated bv all lovers of books. 

' The library now contains 5*4.387 
books with a circulation in the homes 
of over 167.000 volumes, and about 
2.0(X) new books are added yearly. 
41 newspapers and 115 magazines are 
also taken. Although Newton is 
the 16th city of Massachusetts in 
population outside of Boston, in point 
of circulation it stands 4th; a fact 
which speaks volumes (no pun) for 
its literary proclivities. 

New books are usually selected by 
the librarian, who regularly visits 
the various book stores twice each 
month, and from which new books 
are sent on approval. These books 
are rend or e.xamined by the librarian 
or bv competent persons selected by 
her, and if approved, are purchased 
for the library. Several copies of 
popular books in fiction are usuallv 
purchased, and there is a growing 
tendency towards more copies and 
less variety. The purchase of the 
more expensive books retpiires theap- 
} rjval of the trustees. 

The library can ho roughly classi- 
fied. nHif.e.'ically as follows; Fiction. 
ll.ikXl; essays. and periodicals. l3.h(H>; 
historv. Ib.iW; arts ami sciences, 12.- i 
PDi) aiid reference 5.S(H». About 5o . 
per ctMit. of the total circulation is 
prose tictioji. 

Every resident of the city over 12 . 
years of age. is entitled to two cards. | 
on presentation of an application, 
endorsed bv some responsi4)le citizen. 

Gne cani can be used for any kind I 
of books and the other for all Uvks 
except fiction. Schind teachers, botli 
public aiul private, are entitled to 1.^ I 
cards for books for pupils and 3 for I 
their own use. The latter favor is 
also granted to teachers who reside, 
but do not teach in Newton. The 
prv^iilcnt or cliairman of clubs may 
have 15 cards for liooks Lir club use. 
excepting’, however, new and popular 
works. Clergyineti are entitled to 
5 uiUlitional curds, and in every way 
the library assists and encourages 
the circulation of its wealth of litera- 
ture. (.>ver 13.(*(*0 names have been 
registenM sitiee the inangiiration of 
the present card system iti 1S‘»5. 

It is also interesting to learn tiial 
portfolios, each containing 15 photo- 
graphs of paintings and scultpture 
tof which there arc in the library ' 
birds, views i.if Euglinli, It.tltun scen- 
ery etc., c.ati also be taken out on 
carils in the same way as liooks. This 
is also true of neat tin boxes, contain- 
ing a .--iereoscope and sets of viesvs. 
and 4(*2 volumes ami piirlfolius of 
music are also available for general 
circulation. Magazines are also cir- 
culutetl singly after current use in 
tlte reatlingroom and until bound into 
volumes. 

A complete card catalogue, con- 
taining alHuit ctii'ils is con- 

stantly kept up to dale, ami in pLisi- 
tion^toi piqiiilar use. t.'atalugiiek 
and iiuUetiiis are alsn published ami 
kept fv>r sale. Weekly bulletins 
are also insertCLl in the New- 
ton jiapers. anil every means taken 
to keep the public infonnetl oi tlie 
accessions to the library. 

A new metlio*! of numbering and 
classifying will soon bo adL'ptetl. but 
it is interesting to learn that tlte 
present numbering may bo interpre- 
ted us follows: The first figure of 
the upi>or number denotes the classifi- 


cation. 3 meaning travel, 6 .stands for 
fiction, 7 for history and soon; the 
xecoiKl figure denotes the shelf, and 
the lower number denotes the order 
on the shelf. A book mimbeed 32. 147 
would therefore mean, travel, second 
shelf, book 147. 

Old books which are too delapitafed 
for binding or general use were form- 
elv burned, but the library has re- 
certtly contibuted them to the con- 
tagious wards of the Newton hospital, 
to seamen’s homes and vessel.s and 
has even caused them to be sent to 
far away Alaska. Books are of 
course rebound and mended where- 
ever possible and used as long as de- 
cency will allow. Papers from tJp! • 
reading room are soW for old paper 
and the magazines are bound aud 
placed on the library shelves for cir- 
culation. 

The library maintains reading 
and reference rooms and branches at 
West Newton, Aubumdale, Newtoo.. 
Centre and Upper Falls, each in charge 
of one assistant. That at West New- 
ton is the oldest and was formerly 
the property of the West Newtoiv 
Athenaeum. It has 5,000 books 
which circulate in that village, and 
it also draws books from the main 
library in a similar manner as the 
other branches. These branches are 
open daily except Sundays and holi- 
days for seven hours, although that 
at the Upper Falls is open but 5 hoars? 

Agencies, where bcMks can be Eeff 
and called for, are also maintain^vl' at 
Newton Highlands. Newtottwille, 
Lower Falls. Waban, Nonantnm, 
Chestnut Hill and Oak HilL Books 
are exchanged daily with the ages*- 
cies at Newtonville, West Newton,. 

I Aubumdale, Newton Centre, Newtou 
' Highlands and Upper Falls ;tir-weekly 
with Lower Falls and Waban. twice 
a week with Nonantum and once a 
week with Chestnut Hill and Oak. 
Hill. 

Fines of two cents a day are im- 
posed for retaining hooks bevoud the 
limit fixed on the cover, and have a 
salutary effect. The receipts from 
this source and from the sale of- cata- 
logues and bulletins are utilized foe 
current expenses, any balance at the-- 
end of the year being used for the. 
purchase of books. 

The main library and reading coom.s 
are open daily except Sundays and 
holidays from 10 a. m. to 8 p. m... 
and until 9 p. m. on Saturdays. The 
matter of opening the library and 
reading rooms on Sundays and holi- 
days is being agitated but has not. as 
yet, taken definite shape. 

The great need of the library at 
present is more shelf room. The shelf 
room obtained by the enlargement 
of the library in 1887 at a cost of 
$25,000 has been exhaus ted and a 
second tier of stacks is necessani'. 
Books are now piled around upon the 
door and tables all over the build- 
ing, and it is very probable that 
efforts will be made this fall towards- 
obtaining an appropriation for thi^ 
purpose. 

The library receives the income of 
several funds, donated bv its friends. 
The late John S. Farlow gave $5,000,. 
the income to be used for the purchase 
of books for the reference library 
The income of the Jewett ^Vrt Fund 
of $10.W*0 is used to purchase phooo— 
graphs, music and other works of arc. 
The several hundred dollars each year 
from the Read Kuml provide new 
books of a general character, aud 
the income of the $l.(“k> of the Akleu 
Speare Fnml is used for book.s i>ii 
mauufucturing and mechanical trades. 
The will of the late Mary Sslianuon 
also contained a bequest of ?5.0t>(>. 
which has not yet been received. 

In conclusion it should be said 
frankly that Newton ought to bo 
proud of its library. It stands as . 
monument to the ]mhlic apirit of 
those gViitlemen of a past generation, 
who were tar M^hied enough to pro- 
vide for all time to come fur the di-*- 
semination of literature to all v- ItL.) de- 
sire to avail themselves .>f its siore.- 
V)f know ki!j;e.

The <Alien'* School. 

At the reunion of the West Newton 
English and Classical School Alumni 
Association, 31st of May last, at 
Woodland Park Hotel, Mr. Nathaniel 
T. Allen made the following unique 
statement. It was in reference to the 
development and maintenance of the 
•‘Alien Brothers’ School” at West 
Newton, during its extended life. 

“April 12, 1848, N. T. Allen ac- 
cepted an invitation from Horace 
Mann and others to take charge as 
principal of the model department of 
the State Normal School, then at West 
Newton, continuing in that position 
nearly six years, he, in connection 
with Rev. Cyrus Peirce, the Nestor 
in Education, established January 
1854, the West Newton English and 
Classical School, continuing as its 
principal until June l‘kX), tluis com- 
pleting over 52 years of teaching in 
West Newton. The school was a suc- 
cess from the beginning in number 
of its students and character of those 
in this and foreign countries, who 
placed tlieir children here. 

Sept. 1854, George E. Allen, then 
jirincipal of the graiiimar school at 
Newton, joined his brother as asso- 
ciate and continued until his death 
1888, teaching 34 years. » 

William F. Allen, Mr. Allen’s cousin, 
co-author of Allen A (Ireenough’s 
Latin Text Books, taught from .Sept. 
1850 to 18(»3, a perioil of 7 years. 

Phineas Allen, uncle, joined in 
1858, contimiing us special tutor till 
Ills death in 1885, period of 27 years. 

James T. Allen, brother, joined us 
associate principal, 1800, coMtinuing 
until his death, I'XM), 4»i years in all. 

Rev. T. Prentiss Allen, cousin, 
joined in 1803, us associate principal, 
continuing till 5 years. 

Joseph A. Allen, brother, joined as 
associate principal. 18»»‘J to 1881 also 
1886 to 1895, period of 21 years. 

Edward A. li. Allen, cousin, con- 
tinued from 1872 to '74, leaving to 
take charge of Sherborn Aemleiuy. 2 
years. 

Rev. Joseph ll. Allen, U. 1>.. of 
Ilurvuru University, cousin, cu-unthor 
Allen iS: t jreciiough’s Latin books, 
taught from ’71 to ’74, period of 3 
years. The duugiiters and nieces of 
“Allen Brothers” instructed in tlie 
school an aggregate of 04 years. 

Thus is seen the unprecedented 
amount of 355 years which the Allen 
family has given in developing and 
retaining the West Newton English 


and Classical Scliool of “Allen 
Brothers.” 

This old school, rich in fine tradi- 
tion as in service was Intrusted in 
June l‘XK) to two young a;id energetic 
men of culture and experience, Frank 
H. Wood, P. L. n., and Albert E. 
Bailey, A. B., both of Harvard. They 
continue to adopt whatever in the 
newer methods and ideas seem likely 
to enhance the usefulness and repu- 
tation of the school as a pioneer in 
the educational field; Tliey have al- 
ready won, to a remarkable degree, 
the confidence and estetun of the 
Alumni and of the cominitnily. It is 
confidently anticipated that this in- 
stitution which has attracted the at- 
tention of educators for its earliest 
years, training its thousands of boys 
and girls In our comuninity and draw- 
ing to its infiucncc scores of students 
from foreign countries, (there Ueiiig 
at present students from Porto Rico, 
Cuba, Hawaii and Japan). It is an- 
ticipated that its previous character 
and character building^ infiucncc will 
be maintained.

KARI.Y SESSION WKD.VKSDAY KVKNINO KOK 
TRANSACTION OK ROUTINE RUSINKSS. 


The school board resumed its ses- 
sions Wednesday evening after a two 
months’ vacation. The meeting was 
brief and only business of routine 
character was transacted. 

Elizabeth P. Dudley was appointed 
an assistant in the Bigelow grammar 
school at a salary of $500 a year. The 
resignation of S. Warren Davis, in- 
structor of Greek in the High school 
for 25 years. was accepted. The board, 
in its vote to this efTect, expressed 
its high appreciation of Mr. Davis’ 
service and extended its heartiest 
wish for future success. Robert R. 
Truitt was elected as Mr. Davis’ suc- 
cessor at a salary of $2,000. 

Ina M. Stevens, an assistant in the 
Mason school, was granted a leave 
of absence from Sept. 9 to Dec, 31, 

The resignaiou of Mary A, Dartt, 
to take effect Oct. 4, was accepted. 
Carrie Ei Hate and Ida B. Eames 
were appointed assistants in thq 
Mason grammar school, each at a 
salary of S600. The resignation of 
Maud E. Rice, an assistant in the 
Hyde grammar school, wa»i accepted. 
Leave of absence from Oct. 5 to June 
30 of next year was granted Helen M. 
Noyes, an assistant in tlie Higli 
school. Marion E. Wells declined her 
appointment as a teacher in the Wade 
grammar school. The budget, cno- 
taining estimates of next year’s de- 
partment expenditures, was present- 
ed and laid over for consideration at 
the meeting. Sept. 25. The sum of 
$6,271 was appropriated to cover the 
August expenses of the school depart- 
ment. 

Superintendent Fifield liad no 
monthly report to ofi'er the school 
board bnt said that the attendance 
of pupils at the opening of schools 
next Monday would be in excess of 
former years, He also said the teach- 
ing force would be increased by four.

The Qnrcr Wiiy Ten Million Children 
Were Deelicnnied. 

“In a long experience in the treasury 
depurlmenl I have come across a very 
large nuinher of oaiDcs, many of which 
are rattier peeuliar,” explalfied an old 
official, •‘but I think the list of names 
In connection with the subscription to 
the 8 per ci>nt bonds surpasses any- 
thing In the way of peculiarity that I 
have ever observed. Of these the one 
that struck roe roost was a man who 
signed himself Tso Million and who re- 
sides out In Oregon. We thought the 
name was an Imaginative one and 
wrote the man that It was desired that 
the bonds should be registered in real 
noines only and that no further atten- 
tion would be paid to bis subscription 
until he was beard from. He replied 
that bis name was Ten Million. His 
letter was written on the printed lette^ 
bead of the firm of Million & Million, 
two brothers. 

“Then followed an explanation that 
hla father and mother were unable to 
select names for their children that 
were mutually satisfactory and that as 
a result, though they had bad ten chil- 
dren. uone of them was ever christened 
formally. The first child was a girl, 
and she was known only as One Mil- 
lion. The second child, also a girl, wns 
known as Two Million. Thus they ran 
along until Ten Million was reached, 
and be was the writer of the letter, the 
other member of the firm being a 
brother whose only name, as far as the 
family was concerned, was Seven Mil- 
lion, the seventh child. He added that 
One Million had afterward called her- 
self Una Million, that the third girl wns 
known after she had grown up as Trio 
Million. The others bad taken on addi- 
tions to their names, and he had adopt- 
ed the name of Tenis Million, but his 
real name was Ten Million and nothing 
else. Tbe bonds were Issued to him 
and on the books of the department 
were reglKiered In the name of Ten 
Million.”-- Washington Star.

Speaking of the early Flantagenct pe- ’ 
Hod, Mr. Henry, in his “History of

y' Mayor Pickard Refuses 
Second Term 

in On Account of His Physical 
j Condition. 


Upon charges preferred by the 
police department against Patrolman 
Maurice F. Kilev, for conduct and 
language unbecoming an officer, a 
hearing was held at City Hall, la.st 
Wednesday morning at nine o’clock, 
before Mayor Pickard and Chief Tar- 
box. 

Officer Kiley wa.s represented by 
Jesse C. Ivy, P^sq., and City Solicitor 
Slocum was present to advise the 
Mayor. 

The witnesses were Engineer Frank 
E. Judkins and Driver Betij. F. Tripp 
of the fire department. Sergt. Thomas 
C. Clay and Patrolman W. E. Dear- 
born of the police force and Mr. Chas. 
A. Peakes of Newtonville. 

The gist of the testimony was that 
Officers Kiley and Dearborn and 
Driver Tripp were on a settee out.side 
the Newton police station just prior 
to roll call on Friday afternoon, Sept. 
6th. Engineer Judkins, between 
whom and Kiley there was reported 
to have been considerable hard feel- 
ing, is stated to have come around 
the corner and said that McKinley 
had been shot. It is said that Tripp 
and Dearborn had heard rumors of 
the matter before but that Kiley had 
not. Kiley’s reply to Judkins’ state- 
ment is variously testified to as fol- 
lows : 

Judkins — “He said it was a damn 
good thing: said a lot more out there 
ought to have the same dose.” 

By Tripp— “It is a good thing and 
there were lots of others ought to re- 
ceive the same medicine.’’ 

By Kiley — “Too bad it is not some- 
one else who is shot.” 

Dearborn testifies that some conver- 
sation or remark unheard by him 
brought out the statement from Kiley 
that it would be a good thing if a lot 
more should get the same dose. 
Conflicting statements are also given 
as to what followed, two witnesses 
saying that Judkins then remarked 
to Kiley , “What’s the matter with 
YOU,” or “What do von mean,’’ Jud- 
kins himself saying that he went 
away without making any remark. 

Kiley then reported at rollcall and 
went on his beat as usual. While 
pulling a duty call from a box on 
Crafts street, he was approached by 
Mr. Peakes, who inquired the latest 
news of the President. In the con- 
versation regarding the assassin, 
which followed, Mr. Peakes testifies 
tnat “I suggested it would be a good 
thing to lynch him at once. (He Kiley) 
saidii man who would do such a thing 
as that should be burned at the stake.” 

Sergt. Clay testified to Kiley’s good 
record, the saving of the life of 
another odicer,and said the only com- 
plaint against Kiley was made by 
Judkins, who said that Kiley dis- 
turbed his slumbers by early morning 
work about the police station. 

Kiley’s testimony was to the effect 
that he thought Judkins was attempt- 
ing to jolly him, aud without any 
idea that the statement was true, 
had intimated in return that it was 
too bad that some one else (referring 
to Judkins) had not been shot. Kilev 
also said that there was some hard 
feelings beween himself and Judkins. 
He had voted for McKinley on both 
occasions. 

In summing up the case in his 
usual clever style, Mr. Ivy frankly 
stated that if there had been any 
testiiuonv to show that Kilev had", 
either in word or deed, approved of 
the assassination- of the President, 
he should be iminediatelv discharged, 
b';t he claimed tliat Kiley's real sen- 
timents were expressed to Mr. Peakes, 
and that his words at the police sta- 
tion wore meant for Judkins, with 
wliom lie was not friendly. He called 
attention to the fact that Kiley hail 
voted for President McKinley and 
that he had no motive whatever for 
making the statements credited to 
him. Strong emphasis was laid on 
tlie conversation witli Mr. Peakes, 
ami upon Kilev’s good record as an 
oflicer and citizen. 

The decision was given out late 
Wednesday afteniuon and read at roll- 
call. It is as follows; 

“III the Complaint of Fred M.Mitehel 
vs Maurice F. Kiley the following is 
the finding: That the charges of tlie 
comjilaint are not sustaiued. While the 
evidence is not conclusive, it is fair 
that the accused should have the bene- 
fit of any reasonable doubt, aud for 
this reasiMi the finding i.s that the 
charges are not sustained.” 

SulcMc Of Geo. W. Pedrlck 

Despondency becatise of business 
failures led George W. Pederick of 
Wabaii road, Wuban, to kill himself 
early Wednesday morning. He was 
^ found dead in an Atlantic avenue 
hotel. Boston, shortly after noon, 
Wednesday. bullet from a large 
caliber revolver had pierced his brain. 

Mr. Pedrick was i>5 years old. He 
' made his home with liis brother-in- 
i law. C. V. c'aiiiphell of 25 Congress 
! street, Boston, wlio lives on Wabaii 
j road. He left home as was his cus-

: heard from him until WednesilaY 
afternoon, when Mr. ('aiiipbell was 
notified that he had committed sui- 
cide. 

Mr. Pedrick was formerlv engagetl 
ill the .sash and blind business. He 
hud met with financial reverses and 
of late had showed signs of depres- 
sion. This is the only motive sug- 
gested by relatives for his act. He 
leaves no family. Funeral services 
were held this inorning.

President HcKlnley Shot. 

There was never a greater arousal 
of widest public sympathy and deepest 
sentiment akin to sorrow, than that 
which has filled this city since the 
news of the attempted assasination of 
President McKinley. 

The first days were the darkest 
of all. From the time the first report 
reached Newton men and women, 
boys and girls, eagerly sought later 
news that they might be reassured of 
the possibilities of the saving of the: 
president’s life. And the feeling 
in this city was but as one voice in a 
chorus of millions. 

Wilh“the fervence of united prayer 
the citizens gathered at their places^ 
of worship, irrespective of creed, last 
Sunday, and prayed for the restora- 
tion of President McKinley’s health, 
and the preservation of the union. 

Older people recalled the times when 
Lincoln and Garfield were felled by 
the hands of assasins. T«o them the 
shock of last Friday was equally as 
great. 

But of all the public signs of grief 
none were more impressive than the 
manifestations at the churches. 
Many pastors denounced anarchy, 
others asked forgiveness for the per- 
petrator of the awful crime, while all 
counseled prayer and supplication.

A Comprehensive Explanation of the Hanagement of 
Hunicipal Affairs. 


A Partial Glimpse at the Machinery of the School Department. 


Second only to the water depart- 
ment in the value of itH work and 
first in the size of Its appropriation 
(5192,000) la the school department of 
Newton. 

Newton has always prided itself on 
its schools, and a brief outline of the 
school machinery will be of interest. 

The schools are under the entire 
control of a board of fifteen members 
who serve without pay. Fourteen 
(two from each ward), for terms of 
3 years each, arc elected by the people 
of tHe whole city, and the president 
of the board 6f aldermen serves ex- 
officio. The board organizes annual- 
ly in January with the choice of a 
chairman and a secretary, and holds 
monthly meetings in the old Clafliii 
school building at Ncwtonville. 

Sub-committees of three members 
each are appointed on High school, 
for each of the seven wards, on 
evening schools, text books and 
courses of stud}', drawing, music, 
finance and accounts, supplies, school 
houses, annual report, rules and regu- 
lations and physical culture and 
manual training. 

The sub-committees arc the work- 
ing force of the committee and with 
the superintendent or secretary virtu- 
ally outline the policies to be followed 
by the full board. The High school 
and various vVard committees arc re- 
sponsible for the condition of their 
various districts, nominate teachers 
and janitors and always keep in close 
touch with school work. 

The committee on finance and ac- 
counts has the agreeable duty of keep- 
ing the constantly growing needs of 
the department within the appropria- 
tion made by the aldermen. It also 
examines and approves all bills be- 
fore action thereon is taken by the 
full board. Another important duty 
is to determine the requirements for 
the succeeding year and which must 
pass the school board, aldermen and 
mayor before the appropriations are 
available. 

The committee on supplies usually 
avails itself of the experience of the 
efficient secretary of the board. 
Twice each year the masters submit 
to the superintendent requisitions for 
paper, pencils, chalk, pens and the 
hundreds of small articles constantly 
used in school work. The requests 
are examined and revised by the sup- 
erintendent and tiansmitted to the 
secretary. Samples and prices are ob- 
tained directly from the publishers or 
manufacturers and submitted to the 
committee for selection. Orders are 
then given for the articles to be dc- i 
llvered, free of charge, at the various 
school buildings. The bills are 
checked by the master and secretary, 
approved by the committees on sup- 
plies and on finance and accounts and 
ordered paid by the board. Books arc 
purchased in the same way and these 
two items cost the department about 
$10,000 a year. 

The committee on school houses 
has charge of all the repairs and fur- 
.nishings of the school buildings paid 
for by the department, and represents 
the full board before the aldermen 
when new school houses or additions 
are needed. 

Next to the business end of school 
work, the most important duty of the 
board is the annual election of the 
superintenent and the nearly 200 
teachers needed for the 23 school 
buildings and over 5300 school chil- 
dren in the city. 

These elections usually occur in 
June for the succeeding school year in 
September. The teachers in each 
district are nominated by the various 
ward committees in consultation with 
the superintendent and muster. The 
policy of the present board is to make 
each master responsible for the teach- i 
itig force in liis district. Applica- | 
tions for positions are Hied with the : 
superintendent together with such I 
notes or references as may be required. | 
When new teachers are needed, the j 
applications fur that particular grade j 
are examined by the superintendent. | 
in the most promising investigated ' 
by ‘personal visits to their present 
schools, if any, and a recommenda- : 
tion made to the ward committee. 
The superintend,eiit has authority to , 
make temporary appointments in 
emergencies, reporting the facts to 
the board. 

The superintendent is the execu- 
tive officer of the board and must 
combine the knowledge of the scholar, 
the ability of the business inuii. and 
the progressiveness of the reforiiier. 
His work begins early in the morn- 
ing with the determination of the 
weather, if unsettled, and the proba- 
ble inconvenience to 51XX) children, or 
the loss of a day’s service of nearly 
200 teachers. More charity should be 
shown the superiiiteiulent in this mat- 
ter by parents and taxpayers, bnt it 
is hard to eradicate the prevalent 
idea, that the superiiiteiKlent is per- 
boiiully responsible for the weather. 

Arriving at (he ollice, many letters 
must be read and answered, reports 
of contagious diseases received from 
the liealth department and truiiKmitted 
to the difi'ereiit musters by telephone 
or messenger. 

Substitutes must be provideil fur 
teacliers iinexpecte<Uy absent, and 
us many us 12 have been cullcii and 
furnished in one day. Interviews are 
granted to applicants fur positions, to 
pupils and parents on a thousand 
different matters. The remaimler 
of the forenoon and afternuoii until 4 
o’clock are taken up in visiting tlie 
different scliools. After 4 the ortice 
U again visited, the afternoon mail 


answ’ercd and with one or more com- 
mittee meeting to attend, the day is 
brought to a close. 

Once each month a meeting of all 
the masters t.s held for comparing 
notes, consulting on school matters 
and for the purpose of establishing 
uniformity in school work. Teachers’ 
meetings are rarely held, although 
there arc usually meetings held in 
each district following the master’s 
meeting. 

Half fare tickets on the electi c car 
lines arc purchased by the superinten- 
dent in packages of 1000, distributed 
to the masters, and sold to the chil- 
dren at the rate of 10 for a quarter. 
2000 of these tickets have been sold in 
one wesk. 

Pupils in Waban and the Lower 
Falls, attending the higher grammar 
grades arc provided with free tran.s- 
portation to the Highlands or Auburn- 
dale, in lieu of maintaining such 
grades in those villages. 

The kindergartens are very popular 
in Newton, nearly 500 pupils attend- 
ing the 12 maintained in various 
parts of the city. Children are ad- 
mitted when four years of age and 
but one session a day is hild. 

Pupils completing the grammar 
course ending with the ninth grade 
are awarded a diploma signed by the 
master of the school and the chair- 
man of the ward committee. A cer- 
tificate of admission to the High 
school is also issued. Without this 
certificate, applicants for admission 
must take an examination, opportuni- 
ty for which is given in June, and 
again in September. The graduates 
of the High school are also awarded 
diplomas. Admission to the lower 
grades is obtained by new pupils 
upon applying to the master of the 
district, who assigns the pupil to the 
proper grade through an informal 
examination. A vaccination certifi- 
cate is also required. 

The duties of the secretary are 
many and varied. Records, properly 
indexed, of the proceedings of the 
school board are kept in detail. Pay 
rolls of teachers and bills are pre- 
pared and minute accounts of the 
finances of the department are con- 
stantly kept up to date. The taking 
of the school census of every child 
in the city between five and fifteen 
years is done under direction of the 
secretary. The work is usually done 
in September and requires about two 
months of hard canvassing at a cost 
of S250. This record forms the basis 
for certificates issued by the superin- 
tendent authorizing the employment 
of minors over 14 years of age in 
factories, etc. • 

The secretra}' also keeps the school 
statistics as required by the State 
Board of Bducation and makes an 
annual return to that body in May. 

The free text book law adds con- 
siderably to the labors of the secre- 
tary, requiring an annual examina- 
tion of damaged or worn volumes, in 
order that those wofth rebinding 
may be saved from the fire Of old 
paper dealer. From two to three thous- 
and books are rebound yearly at a 
cost of about 10 cents each. The av- 
erage life of school books is between 
two anff three years. 

The truant officer is a busy man and 
invaluable to the department. For- 
tunately the amount of truancy in 
Newton is small but what thee is 
has often required the services of three 
horses. The truant officer reports at 
the superintndent's office twice each 
day, to receive the notices of suspic- 
ious absences from the various mas- 
ters, and fully 75 per cent, of these 
reported are returned to the schools 
within an hour. The business re- 
quires a thorough knowledge of boy 
life, and the golf links and woods are 
frequently visited by the truant man. 

The school buildings and grounds 
are under the care of the various 
janitors and engineers, who arc re- 
sponsible to the superintendent for 
the condition of the heating, ventilat- 
ing and for cleanliness. School lloors 
are thoroughly washed three times a 
year, at each vaction period, and are 
swept whenever required by the mas- 
ter. 

The space of this article forbids the 
mention of many matters of interest 
but we hope in the future to special- 
. ize other features of school w’ork, in 
I order that full knowledge of this iiii- 
I portant dcpartincnt may be made 
1 public.

They are described as 
wearing blue suits, such as wheelmen 
often wear, and are Ihouglit to have 
headed towards Brookline.

Wkat Shall we do to loduce Birds to 
Come to Newton? 


The above is substantially a ques- 
tion that was asked in a recent num- 
ber of the Graphic. We may do much 
to induce birds to come to us and re- 
main with us during the proper sea- 
sons. First w'e must make our grounds 
about our houses and in our public 
parks attractive to our native birds. 
How is this to be done? I answer, 
supply the birds with food. What 
is the chief food supply of birds? Any 
ornithologist will tell us that for 
most small birds this supply consists 
almost wholly of iiuccts. This being 
a fact, it becomes evident that if we 
want birds we must in some way sup- 
ply them with insects. 

If any one doubts my statement 
that insects arc attractive to birdsJet 
him visit an apple orchard which is 
infested with canker worms. He will 
find orioles, tanagers, vireos, cuckoos, 
warblers, and many other species of 
birds busy feeding on these insect 
pcst.s. While of course we cannot af- 
ford to allow our fruit trees to be eat- 
en by canker worms, even to attract 
the birds, we can supply the birds 
with insects in a far better way. We 
can let the waste corners of our fen- 
ces grow up to bushes. We can pi ant 
close hedge rows of barberries along 
our walls and vve can plant woodbine, 
clenictis, and other wild or native 
vines, so that they wilt coyer walls 
and fences and form tangled thickets 
which will not only form a shelter 
for insects but also form a shelter and 
breeding places for the birds that 
seek those insects. 

There are many birds that must 
have tangled thickets in which to 
nest and which will not breed else- 
where. Among these arc the wab- 
blers, catbird, brown thrasher and 
itidigobird, and the clearing up of 
tlie tatigled thickets in neglected fence 
corners aiul gravel pits, which has 
prevailed of lute years, has had much 
to do with driving these birds away. 
Where are the delightfully picturesque 
bits of tangled thorny thickets and 
the shady thick undergrowth that 
once bordered our Newton woodlands, 
or grew among^ the trees in the little 
valleys, all spots beloved bv the birds, 
and ill which I always found them? 
(■one or fast going, because park 
commissioners and land owners see 
more beauty In smoothly trimmed 
hedge rows and nuked trees trunks 
than in the lovely bits of unmolested 
woodlands where Nature ran riot 
with vine and busli and fern and 
where the birds sang their sweetest 
songs. 

1 could suy inttcli more about our 
native birds and suggest other means 
to keep what we have with us and to 
attract others here, but I must close, j 
Before so doing, however, 1 want to 
say a wuril about the bird roost we j 
have liere in West Newton on the Wll- ! 
bur place. The |K>lice are. 1 believe, 
doing wliat they can to protect the 
birds that congregate there in such 
numbers, but in spite of their watch- 
fulness, it lias been reported to me 
tliat some young men have been 
seen in tlie place siiooting, and a few 
evenings ago 1 heard tile sound of 
shuts coming from that direction; 
hail not illness prevented, I should 
have made further investigation and 
endeavored to have turned tiie offeud- 
' ers over to the police.

THE POINT OF VIEW. 


The fiftieth anniversarv of the 
Channing Religious Society will be 
observed next Sunrlay morning at 
10.30 o’clock with an elaborate pre- 
gram, including- addresses by former 
pastors, the pastor-elect, Rev. Atlel- 
bert L. Hud.soii, and a solo by Mr.

The citizens, the aldermen and the 
street railway men are each looking 
at the Boylston street franchise from 
their own standpoint. 

The citizens see only the very great 
advantage in cheap and rapid trans- 
portation to Boston, and the antici- 
pated boom in real estate values in 
consequencce. A few of the abuttors 
arc acting the dog in the manger 
part, and are really the most serious 
obstacle to the compromise between 
the city and company, which is hov- 
ering in the balance. 

The street railway company views 
the matter as a business incident in 
securing valuable privileges fur a 
tlirongh line between Boston and 
Worcester, and are determined to ob- 
tain it at the lowest possible cost. 
One feature of the matter from their 
point of view is the attitude of the 
selectmen of Wellesley, where a fran- 
chise is yet to be obtained. These 
gentlemen have so far simply endorsed 
the Newton cond^ions, and while the 
company might be willing to accept 
the terms in Newton alone, their ex- 
tension through Wellesley means 
quite an additip^ial expense. The at- 
titude of the railroad commissioners 
who must pass on the franchise and 
•on the capitalization of the company ! 
is also important to Shaw and his as- ' 
sociates. 

The aldermen view the matter from 
a broader standpoint. They recognize 
the value to the city of a street rail- 
way in that section, and the advan- 
tages accruing from boulevard con- 
struction in the way of increased real 
estate and other values. But they 
also have to consider the resources of 
the city, in determining whether or 
not it can afford to expend anywliere 
from 521,000 to 550,000 within the next 
year, and the future macadamizing 
of the road beds at a further cost of 
538,000. If the matter is favorably 
considered by the aldermen, the ques- 
tion is at once raised as to how the 
city’s share of the e.xpense is to be 
met. The money can either be 
raised by the sale of notca or bonds or 
it can be charged directly into the 
tax levy. The debt limit of the city 
is approximately S275,000,out of which 
the two new school houses at Auburn- 
dale and Newton Centre will have to 
be paid. This will leave a margin 
hardly large enough for emergencies 
and which should not be touched for 
a matter like Boylston street. To 
raise the necessary amount through 
the tax levy will probably, unless the 
utmost ec{>noniY is practised in every 
department, retain the present tax 
rate, for another year, a condi tioti 
which will not be relished by the 
average taxpayer. 

It will thus be seen that the ques- 
tion from tile uldeniianic point of 
'View is not easv of solution, although 
we are confident that the board will 
endeavor to reconcile all the confiict- 
irig interests for the ultimate advan- 
tage of the city.

The following hand is nn excellent 
illustration of the advantages of the ' 
Massachusetts system of indicating 
trump stength. 

Our readers will recall the fact that 
we have ptiblished the system in full 
in this cohimn, but It is well worth 
repeating. 

The conventional call for trumps is 
the play of an unnece.ssarily high 
card in a plain suit before a lower. 
Much as a five spot before a two or a. 
king before a queen. This requires 
two rounds for completion. Four 
trumps in the hand, without calling 
are shown by first playing a card of 
medium value, followed by a higher 
and then by a lower card. Such as 
five, six and two. This convention i 
requires three rounds to complete. j 

The Massachusetts system seeks to ' 
give earlier information by reversing 
the Conventional call, and shows four I 
or more trumps by playing small | 
cards up in plain suits. Three trumps 
or less being indicated by playing the 
small cards down. The repetition of 
the four trumps showing in a second 
plain suit is an absolute call. In nine 
times out of ten the trump strength 1 
is usually indicated by the play to the | 
first trick.

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North and South 11. I 

Notes. ' 

Trick 1. North is almost certain 
that South is showitig four trumps, 
but as the trey is missing, he .shifts 
to his strong club suit for the double 
purpose of finding out South’s wishes, 
as well as indicating his card of re- 
entrj*. 

Trick 2. The fall hero is absolute. 
South is cither calling or is out of 
clubs. , 

Trick 3. With two strong suits, 
and trumps strength shown by part- 
ner, North is justified in lending 
trumps. South, with every expecta- 
tion of losing, finesses the jack. East 
can save one trick here by playing' 
one of his equal honors. , 

Trick34-5-6. With clubs and dia- 
monds marked with partner, and 
with strong cards in hearts, South 
proceeds to draw trumps from his op- 
ponents. 

Tricks 8-13. East loses another 
trick here by attempting to underplay 
South with a small heart. South 
takes no chances, and after clearing 
the diamond suit for partner by play- 
ing the ace, puts North in with the 
chib and they take 11 tricks. | 

At other tables 6 tricks was the 
maximum taken by the North and i 
South players, including some of the 
bestwhisters in New England. 

Two of these tricks were made pos- 
siDle by East’s playing at tricks 3 
and 8, but the remaining three are 
due to the Massachusetts system, 
which gave sufficient information to 
justify the trump lead by North. 


Why It Keeps Better Than Dntter 
That Is Fresh. 

Why does salt butter keep better 
than fresh butler? We must first real- 
ize tliat the bacterial population of a 
moderate sized p.at of butter may be 
reckoned by millions, that a tiny lump 
only largo enough to go into a thimble 
has been known to be tenonted by 
nearly 48.000,000. that. In fact. In con' 
Sliming a slice of bread and huttor you 
may unconsciously be nsslmiiatlng In- 
dividual lives exceeding In number 
those of the whole of Europe. Thus 
the urgency for keeping these hordes In 
check and hence the efforts which nfe 
made, first, to set up effectual barriers 
to tliGir Ingress by taking proper pre- 
cautions In the production of milk and, 
second. In the conduct of the processes 
Involved In the manufacture and distri- 
bution of the finislied article. 

Included In these processes Is the ad- 
dition of salt In such quantities as to 
Justify the butter being known ns salt 
butter, thi.s addition being made with 
the object of extending the keeping 
powers of the butter or. In other words, 
to suppress to a large extent the activi- 
ties of the butter bacteria. That salt 
does act in this manner Is shown by 
the fact that In butter thus treated a 
very largo reduction In the number of 
micro-organisms present (s effected. 
There can be little doubt, therefore, 
that the common butter microbes do 
not by any means regard salt as their 
elixir of life. 

In England bornclc aold Is said to be 
extensively used In butter os a preserv- 
ative or antiseptic agent, while In the 
United States a recent public health 
document states that none was report- 
ed to have boon found In the samples 
of butter examined. This is probably 
due to the fact that In America there 
exists a strong prejudice in 'favor of 
salt butter, whereas In England the use 
of salt butter Is the exception and not 
the rule. Hence in America salt can 
be used ns a preservative Instead of the 
bornclc aold employed for that purpose 
In England. 

The densely populated condition of 
butter above referred to is not to be 
wondered at If wc realize that the raw 
material in the shape of milk may con- 
tain from GOO, 000 to ns many as 1G9,- 
000,000 of bacteria In a few drops.— 
Longman's Magazine.

The entire city is in mourning for 
the dead President, and the decora- 
tions are many and tasteful. In 
Newton, there is hardly a store win- 
dow which does not bear some testi- 
monial of, regret, most of them con- 
taining a picture of the President 
draped in black, white and purple. 

Especial mention should be made of 
the beautiful window of Wilbur Bros, 
the elaborate decorations of the Cor- 
ner Market, and the neat effects pro- 
duced bv Hubbard, Hudson, Haase, 
Barber Bros. Brackett’s Market, Otis 
Bros, and . Lane’s. Bracketts block 
was heavily drraped In black and 
I Eliot and Murray’s blocks were also 
I decorated. , The clerks and carriers had 
a fine window at the Post office. 

At Newtonville.the windows of H.W. 
Bates. A. Sidney Bryant, Dennis, 
Thompson, Pierce Co. and a few 
others were well worth visiting. 

West Newton was rather lax, and 
with the exception of City Hall and 
the Police building but little was 
done. Coilagan and Toombs and 
Tarlton’s store made the best display. 

At Auburndale,but little attempt was 
made to decorate and the same was 
true of Newton Highlands and New- 
ton Centre, a few public spirrited mer- * 
chants in each village doing some- ' 
thing to show the universal regret 
for the President. 

Thursday was wholly devoted to the 
memorial services, ail the stores be- 
ing closed and business being gener- 
ally suspended. The electric cars on 
all the Newton lines stopped running 
for ten minutes between 3.30 and 3.40 
o’clock, the railway men remaining 
uncovered during that time. The 
golf clubs also observed the true spir- 
it of the day by closing their links. 

Memorial services were held in all 
the villages and full accounts will be 
found below. 

ELIOT CHURCH 

A large audience, completely filling 
the auditorium of the Eliot church 
gathered at 11 o’clock,. The rostrum 
was simply but effectively decorated 
with the national colors*and black. 

The program was as follows:- 
Organ prelude. Funeral march. In- 
vocation, Rev. F.B. Matthews. An- 
them, “Still, still with Thee”. Read- 
ing of the Scriptures, Rev. G. R. 
Grose. Hymn, “Our G<^, our help in 
ages past”. Pastoral prayer. Rev. Dr. 
Shinn. Quartette. “Lead kindly light’* 
Reading of the President’s proclama- 
tion, President Henry Baily* Address, 
Rev. Adelbert L. Hudson. Quartette, 
“Rock of Ages” Address, Hon. Sam- 
uel L. Powers. Hymn, “Nearer My 
God to Thee’’. Address, Rev. Dr. 
William H. Davis. Hymn, “God 
bless our native land”. Benedictn, 
Rev. Mr. Grose. Organ postlude. 

Rev. Mr. Hudson spoke of our late 
President as a type of Christian man- 
hood. He dwelt upon the manliness 
of McKinley’s character. Gentle and 
kindly, his was always the gentleness 
of a strong nature and this was espe- 
cially true in his constant recognition 
of our dependence on a higher power’ 
His dyiiig words “His will be done', 
was typical of his life. It was not 
the false humility of a weak and 
yielding nature which submits 
to circumstances through a negative 
feeling of helplessness: it was the 
power of positive Christian faith 
bringing all the forces of a strong 
will into harmony witli the eternal 
purpose. His life is a striking lesson 
to the youth, of our land to teach 
them that Christianity is a noble and 
a manly; thing.. At the same time his 
sublime faith should teach us all that 
perplexing problems of onr time must 
be solved in harmony with the Di- 
vine will. 

Congressman Powers spoke sub- 
stantially as follows: 

This is not the time tmr the occa- 
sion to place any just estimate upon 
the value and far reaching effect of 
the great life that had just closed. 

It will be the duty of the historian 
of the future to determine the true 
indebtedness of this xnation and 
humanity to this life of patient, pa- 
triotic self sacritice. Mr, P6wers 
brielly sketched the lifeof the Presi- 
<lent calling attention to his high 
and noble patriotism, a culm resolute 
courage and u conscientious dis- 
charge of duty. 

He entered a Congress composed of 
men of exceptional ability such as 
Chief Justice I'iehl, tlcncral Banks, 
(.■enerul Butler, ex-tiovs. Robinson i 
and Clatlin, Garfield, Reed, Frye and 
Hale, and while he was not a great I 
natural leader of men as we regard j 
Clay, Doug'lass aiul Blaine, he won i 
liis iKisitioii by tlie gentle i|uaUties ! 
of a loving nature. He absolutely 
evudoil personalities in debate: he 
spoke ill of none; lie discussed prin- 
ciples not men aiul his views were op- 
timistic in the extreme. 

He devoted himself to the study of 
economical tpiestions aud entered the 
shop, the laborer’s house and the 
miner's hut in search of information. 
He knew that business prouperitv 
meant happiness and business depres- 
ssion means unhaupiness. 

lie believed thoroughly >n the 


patriotism of J the Amerfcan people j 
and ordered every sentinel removed 
from the White House grounds dur- 
ing his first term. But “Virtue forms 
no shield to^ward off the arrows of 
death.’’ 

He fell before his great life work 
was fully completed. His noble life 
will teach this generation and the 
generations to come the importance 
and value of a life devoted unselfish- 
ly to the public weal. 

On Tuesday I saw the funeral train 
as it moved from the White House to 
the Capitol. On every aide were gath- 
ered the thousands and tens of thous- 
ands to pay the lastt ribuetothe great 
dead. White and black mingled and 
masted together and stood with uncov- 
ered heads beneath the pouring rain, 
as in reverent submission to the hand 
of God. From almost every comer were 
wafted out on the misty air the strains 
of that old song so dear to him, ‘ ’Nearer 
My God to Thee, ’ ’ and we are told that 
the funeral train bearing all that 
remains that is mortal of William 
McKinley approached the Alleghan- 
ies, that little children came from 
their mountain homes and scattered 
flowers along the railroad tracks 
over which the funeral car was to 
pass and waited and watched its com- 
ing at midnight, that the old miners 
came out of the mines and lined the 
tracks and waited his coming as that 
of an old friend; that when the train 
passed they stood in the darkness 
with their caps in hands upon which 
glistened the little mining lamps 
bowed in reverent grief. He was 
their friend as he was the friend of 
every true American citizen. His life 
was given to his country and he who 
serves country ser\’es humaniv, and 
he who serves humanity servesGod. 
Rev. Dr. Dav is .said that these were 
great days for the Republic, when the 
character and career of such a man 
as President McKinley are lifted upon 
the prayers of a great people and 
ideals of government are made clear 
and plain. 

The nation comes through a bap- 
tism of sorrow to realize the sacred- 
ness of official life and serx’ice. This 
should be a day of gratitude aud not 
of gloom. Thanksgiving that such a 
man has wrought his work and 
crowned it with a Christian death. 
The lesson for us is to honor the dead 
by a more splendid living on the 
part of every one in the Republic. 

We should stand under President 
Roosevelt with our shoulders and 
hearts. We should no longer allow < 
conspirators against the Republic to 
organize and peddle out their vemon. { 
Detraction should have no place tii poli i 
tics and the sense of the sacredness 
and dignity of oflicial life should come 
home to all the people. 

.\t the close of the service the en- 
tire congregation stood while the CL 
A. R, the guests of the church, filed 
slowly out of the edifice. 

NEWTC'tNVILLE. 

Union services were held in the 
Methodist church at 10.45 a. ni.. in 
which Revs. W. J. TlKuiipson, S. Ci. | 
Dunham, R. T. Loring, O. S. Davis 
and John Cioddard participated. I 
Solos were sung by Miss Cora Carter ( 
and Mr. W B. Hill aud the church i 
was crowded to the dot^rs. 

The adilress was given by the Rev. 
John Go<U1ard of the Now Church. ' 
who said in part: 

A great crime has been committed. 
Call it by its true n.itne — murder, j 
Murder as much more foul than com- 
mon murder as the otfice of President ' 
is more exalted and inlluential than [ 
the work of the citizen. It is a viola- 
tion of the laws of Cio<l, whoso stern 
e.xtorior is but the outward husk and 
protection within which the beati- ' 
tudes of heaven grow. The law of 
Sinai must not be destroyed but ful- , 
filled. The anarchist cun destroy 
but not fulfil. 

Mr. Goddard made a brief montion 
of the President’s career. to his death 
bed at Bufialo, and in reference to 
Ills last words, said, "We can gain a 
glimpse of how it may he tiod's way, 
when we reflect that a nation is only 
a larger inilividual, and as sorrow 
is often good for the individual, so it 
may be goo<l for the nation. 

Mr. Godilartl deploreil the carioa- 
turcing of public men by tongue, or 
pen or pencil, which lowered the 
standard of respect for government, 
and which should be rciidereil un- 
profitable by a sound public opinion. 


WEST N’KW1\>N, 

The union meiuoriul services in 
the Second Congregational cliurcii at 
five o'clock attracted an aiuUence 
which filled the entire edifice.

K. F. Snell and Dr. T. 1*. Pruilden. 
Rev. J. »■'. Javnes was preveiiteil by 
illuev- from taking part in tht ser- 
vice. 

Rev. Mr. Adanis sail! in part that . 
’ no eulogy can express the sadness of 
a great nation tor the appreciation, j 
stecm and love in which the Presi- 


dent is held. The colored people hav9 
no distinctively racial tribute to pay 
at this time, as they did when Lin- 
coln was assassinate, but they recog- 
nize the value of liberty and humbly 
appreciate the great loss of the na- 
tion. He believed that such a life 
possessed so much rare gracdetir as- 
would_ take successive generations 
to comprehend. Rev. Mr.* Snell said, 
that this event is a personal sorrow 
and that tears have not been far away 
from many of us these last few days. 
“Lincoln, Garfield and McKinley . 
what a triumvhate of men — What a na- 
tion that such men should die for it.’’ 
He referred to his home life as an 
object lesson, teaching as no church 
could do that marriage was a sacra- 
ment. His religious life showed that 
religion was not a refuge for weak 
minds, but a distinctive quality of 
the highest American manhood. Hi.s 
political life showed that it was possi- 
ble for a gentleman to *be a pilti- 
cian, and the future of American 
politics is more hopeful* for his part 
in it. 

Rev. Dr. Prudden said that this 
was a dreadful — a shameful event. 
Doubly shameful if it was not taken 
to heart. He ^ave a broader mean- 
ing to the world anarchy, saying 
ti included the illegal measures 
used in strikes. the politi- 
cal corruption in great cities, the 
business principle of succeed, right 
or wrong. He believed that lynchers 
stabbed the government and that the 
assassin at Buffalo only did in an ex- 
treme wa 3 ', what was being done all 
over the land. 

He deplored the notoriety given the 
assassin, and believed the 14,000 or 
more murders or attempts at murder 
in one year, to be a degrading blotou 
our civilization. 

NEWTON CENTRE. 

The Methodist church was complete 
ly filled at the union serx'ices held 
yesterday morning. Rev. G. H. 
Spencer presided and addresses were 
made by Rev. E. M. Noyes of the 
First Church and Rev. Dr. E. D. 
Burr of the Baptist church,. 

Dr. Burrr said in part, speaking 
of the personal nature of the Presi- 
dent, that there is in Germany an 
aristocracy of learning, in England 
an aristocracy of birth, in America, 
here and there, a fictitious aristo- 
cracy of wealth, but the aristocracy 
to which Wm. McKinley belonged 
was an aristocracy of genuine worth. 
Learning is an aeguistion, birth an 
accident, wealth an accessory, but 
character is an essential. His charac- 
ter made him a potent moral force, 
and was his irresistible weapon of 
defense. 

Dr. Ttirr likened this character to 
a cathedral with a long nave of defi- 
nite purpose, where motive and im- 
pulse were brought into obedience to 
a well girdetl will. I'pon the right 
the transept in which love was per- 
fected. Upon the left the transept of 
lofty thought, and back of all, illu- 
mining all. the chancel where con- 
science was sensitized by comintiniun 
with tlotl. 

Rev. Mr. Noyes spoke of .the public 
services ot SVin. McKinley, first as a 
patriot, in the field and in the halls 
of state, and again as a parliamen- 
tary leader. His unfailing courtesy, 
tact and sincerity made him a leader 
of men. 

As an executive. >'r. Noyes called 
attention to the distinction between 
a politician aud a statesman, claim- 
ing that McKinley was airaccom- 
plisheil piditiciau. possessing the most 
statesiuauUke qualities. As a states-, 
man he possessed vi.>ion and platmctl 
for the unwetable with a foresight and 
skill that we row recognize and honor. 
He {Ktssessed breadth, and a weep- 
ing nation ttslav bears witness to out 
national unity. He also possessed 
capacity lor growth and ho had the 
gift of patience. Mr. Noyes eloquent- 
ly pictured the contrast before aiul 
after the assasiiiation, and said 
"With the calm of the soldier, the 
dignity of the statesman, and the 
triiunphant faith of the Christian. Wm 
McKinley met the last enemy.”

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BOARD OF ALDERMEN. 

Adopt Suitable Resolutions on the Death of Pres- 
ident McKinley. 

Eloqutnt Speeches Made by Aldermen Weeks, Mellen, Weed and 
President Baily. 


The rcjfiilar meeting of the board of 
aldermen wa» held last Monday even* 
inp at the nstial hour. President 
Baily in the chair and Aldennen 
Brown, Chesley, Ensign. Fisher. Hub- 
ard. Lothrop. Lowe, Lyman, Mellen, 
Norris. Pond, Piilsifer, Stickney, 
Saltonstall, Trowbridge. Ward well. 
Weed, Weeks and Weldon being pres- 
ent. 

The following communication was 
received from His Honor, the Mayor: 

(Tenticnieii of the Board of Aider- 

men : — 

One week ago. under the shadow of 
a great national calamity, you took 
appropriate action expressing your 
abhorrence of the assassin’s deed, 
and tlic fervent hope that our Presi- 
dent’s life might be spared to us. To- 
night the shadow has deepened to the 
darkness of death, and he so recently 
the choice of the people to execute 
their will, has passed into the sleep 
that knows no earthly wakening. 
Loved and honored in his life, his 
name and fame will stand linked for 
all time with the firmer foundations 
of the Republic and its history. 

We can best express our apprecia- 
tion of his great life by pledging 
ourselves with renewed devotion to 
the problems of our day with the 
.same sublime faith in God. and pur- 
pose to deal righteously in all things, 
which made him the trusted guide of 
the nation. 

The flags on all public buildings 
are at half mast and will so remain 
till the last burial rites are performed. 

In compliance with the proclama- 
tion of President Roosevelt and His 
Exccllcncj', the (»overijor, that 
Thiisdav next, the day of the funeral, 
be observed in our churches, 1 rec- 
ommend the passage of any orders 
von may deem necessary Tor the sus- 
pension of all public occupations, 
and that the school committee be 
requested to close the .schools. 

No suggestion of mine is needed 
for such further action as you may 
deem proper.

Upon motion of Alderman Weeks 
the communication was referred to a 
select committee of three and a recess 
of fifteen minutes taken to allow the 
committee to act, Aldremen Weeks, 
Mellen and Weed were appointed on 
the committee. 

Upon reassembling, Alderman Weeks 
from the select committee presented 
the following resolutions: 

Resolved. By the Board of Alder- 
men in the name of the City of New- 
ton and in behalf of Us citiaens. 

First, that this Board hereby places 
on record its appreciation of the ex- 
alted character and public services of 
our late President Williani McKinley. 
Through a long and illustrious career 
as soldier, legislator, governor and 
president, he has been distinguished 
for purity of life, fearlessness in ac- 
tion, steadfastness of purpose, iin- 
Hwerving devotion to the pubiic inter- 
ests entrusted to him, and wisdom 
and eloquence in his public utteran- 
ces. By his tact and tlioughtfuless 
of others, he >von the love of many 
and the respect of all. As president, 
by the influence of his personality 
he inaugurated a period of une.satnpled 
prosperity for the nation. By the 
prudence of his statesmanship, he 
obtained un honorable peace after a 
righteous and successful war, and so 
dealt with the novel and perplexing 
problems resulting from that war, as 
to excite the loyal confidence of his 
fellow citi/.ens and the respect of the 
great power.s. His untimely death is 
a great national calamity. His 
memory will ever be a gloriou.s na- 
tional heritage. 

Second, that to the widow and im- 
tnediaie family of the deceased Presi- 
dent is hereby extended our heartfelt 
sympathy in the overwhelming per- 
sonal .sorrow and loss which they 
have been called upon to bear. 

Third, that loyal and unwavering 
allegiance is hereby pledged to him 
who in this great national crisi.s has 
been called to succeed to the Presi- 
dency of the Nation, and to those 
principles of law, order and constitu- 
tional liberty, consecrated anew by 
the blood of our martyr President. 

Alderman Weeks then said: Mr. 
President- It i.s |>roper that the New- 
ton City Government, as well as all 
organized bodies should halt in its 
proceedings and iii re.spoiise to a 
unanimous sentiment on the part of 
the pe<jple which it represents pay 
tribute to our late President. When 
this Hoard last met in regular session 
we came buoved up by the hope and 
belief that the Pre.siUent was on the 
road to recovery, which hope was 
rudely shattered by l-’riday’s nows, 
and when in the middle of tlie night 
the tolling of the bells announced 
that our worst fears had been realized 
I doulit not there was a sense of per- 
sonal loss to every one of us. From 
his early youth when he commenced 
four years of active and iiighly hon- 
orable service t<j help save the Union, 
to Ills death when he had but receiitlv 
completed his first term in the Presi- 
dency. William McKinley had been 
an example of patriotism, personal 
uprightness and effective eflort. Lur- 
ing these years he had a mind al- 
ways open to conviction and an almost 
unparulled power to ini|>ress his con- 
victions on the minds and hearts of 
the people he represented. His death 
has brought mourning to all Christe n 
dum and 1 believe in no similar case 
has this miiuniing been so little oflicial 
ami so largely from tlie heart, hut Mr. 
President, much a.-' we mourn is there* 
nol a valuable les on to be learned 
from our misfortune? We have es- 
tablished our (>w]i melhuds of chous- 
ing our chief mugi.strute approved by 
all of our people and when tliis is 
dune the eleett-d should carry in his 
person tJie very symbol of govern- 
ment. A blow at him should thus be 
a blow against all good citizens. We 
a:' a people are more tlian lax about 
this matter. We indulge in partizan 
malice, encourage cla->> hatred and 


decry the personal character of our 
Chief Magistrate. Even if we do not 
do these things ourselves we witness 
them every day without protest, A 
well known paper repeatedly cartoons 
the President as striving for regal 
power, as an enemy of the people and 
when the world is shocked by his 
tintintely taking away cries in maud- 
lin evidences of sorrow that he was a 
just, pure, upright man and that no 
President since the days of Washing- 
ton has been so near the hearts of the 
people. Are wc not in an unenviable 
position as a people when wc calmly 
a.ssent to the proposition that all can- 
didates for the presidency are un- 
clean, designing men, that our choice 
ruler is a despot or is stiving to be 
one aiul that only his death by an ‘as- 
sassin’s blow can accord recognition 
of the fact that he is our president, 
and as such requires the protection of 
ail good citizens.. Is this not a 
suitable time for all to join in an 
effort to change such a condition, to 
labor to build up a pubic sentiment 
so vigorousy opposed to such reviews 
that they cannot live, by so doing. 
We will give our Chief Magistrate 
greater personal security than can 
an armed guard, and a cititenship 
of such character that it will be of 
immeasurable value to the govern- 
ment ill every way. If the death of 
the President can teach us that free 
speech is not license to defame and 
that a free press does not give the 
privilege to libel and slander, both 
being the means of inciting the ig- 
norant and vicious to violence, then 
great as have been Mr. McKinley’s 
services to mankind during life his 
death will serve an equally great pur- 
pose. 

Alderman Mellen said in part that 
it was not the time for a set eulogy 
on the death of our President. “Yet, 
it is not as a President that we alone 
regard McKinley. He was all that is 
good in domestic life. I think there 
IS nothing more pathetic than his de- 
votion to his invalid wife, and this it 
is that endears him to the hearts of 
the women of this country. When the 
jewels of America are chosen there 
will be three that will stand out; — 
First Washington, who by his 
bravery and sagacity, gave us a coun- 
try. Then Lincoln, who struck from 
the limbs of four millions of human 
beings the shackles which made them 
free men, and saved the country. 
Third, William McKinley, who found 
us obscure and provincial and raised 
us up to be a world’s power, admired 
and feared by all nations of the 
earth.” 

Alderman Weed said in part:— It 
seems to me that it is not as a Presi- 
dent and ruler that we think of him 
most at this time, but as a man. There 
is not one of us who does not feel that 
he has met with a great personal sor- 
rosv, and I think the real reason of it 
is easily found. No man who is capa- 
ble of taking his life in his own 
hands, no man who is capable of such 
attention to his invalid wife, no man 
who when he was struck down by the 
as.sassin was willing to forgive the 
murderer, no man who was willing 
to shield the murderer from violence 
can but hold the admiration and 
love of every man who loves true man- 
hood and nobility of character. His 
achievements will find a place in his- 
tory. His personality will stand forth 
in our national history. 

Alderman Ensign recalled the as- 
sassination of President Lincoln, when 
he was a member of the government 
in Conn. He urged that our olficials 
be treated with more dignity and 
respect than at present. He believed 
in the American people, and said in 
closing. 

“Uur experiments have been cost- 
ly. The 3 ' have cost us life and money, 
but I believe that the republic is bound I 
to exist as long as human government I 
stands, and when we have such words 
as Lincoln's to live on. ‘that this 
government is of the people, bj’ the 
people and for the people,’ and when 
we have the speech of our late Presi- 
dejit, that with the flag of our coun- 
try ill our hands there is no danger 
to the American people.’ ” 

President Baily then said in part: 

“The pathos of this terrible trag- 
edy is indescribable, whether we view 
it from- the public or the domestic 
side. President McKinley constitut- 
ed all that was best in American 
citizenship, and his death comes to 
the hearts of the American people us 
a personal loss. It should be a satis- 
faction to us to know that this act 
was not the act of a man belonging 
to anj* of the races whom we have fos- 
tered in this free and splendid country, 
but it was the act of a man whose heri- 
tage was so down trodden that he 
could not appreciate the difference 
between right and wrong, good and 
; evil.” 

Alderman Baily closed his speech 
with u tribute to President Roosevelt. 

The resolutions were then uiiani- 
inousl^' adopted by a rising vote.

The decomposed body of a man, ap- 
parently between 40 and 50 years old, 
was found late last Saturday after- 
noon ill a remote woodland section off 
Nahanton street.

On Sunday there were several who 
called to look at the remains in the 
recoiviifg tomb of the Newton ceme- 
tery but none were able to identify 
it. Monday the body was buried.

A Comprehensive Explanation of the Hanagement of 
riunicipal Affairs. 

The Auditing Department, Its System and Methods Described This 

Week. 


The bookkecpiiijf department of 
a corporation with annual expenses 
of over a million dollars in an im* 
portant and necessary part of the 
business machinery. It is more so in 
a municipal corporation as the follow- 
infif account will indicate. 

The city auditor is annually elected 
by the votes of the board of aldermen 
and is purely a legislative office. He 
is supposed to be the eyes and cars 
of the board of aldermen in order that 
the executive departments may be 
compelled to expend the aldcrmanic 
appropriations for the purposes for 
which they are made. 

The monthly bills and weekly and 
monthly pay rolls are sent into the 
office from the various departments 
as soon as practicable. The examina- 
tion of pay rolls includes a verification 
of the computations, a g’lance at the 
condition of the appropriation and 
the amount j^ranted therefrom, and 
assurance that the certification by 
the head of the department is correct. 

The monthly bills, which arc listed 
in a roll approved by the department 
head require much more work, includ- 
ing^ in addition to all the above, a 
comparison between the different de- 
partments as to the price of similar 
articles, and more or leas oversight 
over the prices paid for the thousand 
and one different tools and materials 
needed by the city. The work in this 
line is a strong argument for estab- 
ishing a purchasing agent for a city 
like Newton. 

When these bills and pay rolls arc 
found correct, they are endorsed by 
the auditor, and a list prepared, 
called the mayor’s warrant, and which 
with the originals, are presented to 
that official for examination and sig- 
nature. 

Prior to this, it has been the rule 
to submit the monthly bills to the 
committee on auditing department 
for examination. 

This is a custom bequeathed from 
the former city charter, and is utter- 
ly at variance with the letter and 
spirit of the present charter. 

After the warrant is signed by the 
Mayor the rolls and lists arc passed 
to the Treasurer for payment. Ap- 
proved bills arc not allowed to leave 
the auditor’s office, and in their place 
blank forms of receipt arc handed 
the Treasurer, and after payment the 
receipt is attached to the orignal bill. 
Pay rolls when paid are also returned 
to the auditor, and together with the 
bills aie numbered and indexed under 
the card system by name and ap- 
propriation. 

The accounts are also entered in 
an elaborate system of books. prepared 
some years ago by an expert account- 
ant, and the condition of each appro- 
priation can be shown at a glance. 

Monthly statements showing each 
appropriation, additions, transfers, 
amounts expended, amounts granted, 
balance of appropriation unexpended, 
and balance of amount grunted arc 
printed each month for the informa- 
tion of the city authorities. 

A yearly report for public use is also 
prepared as soon as possible after the 
books arc closed on Dec. 31st, and 
gives a complete summary of receipts 
and expenses for the year, a statement 
of the permanent debt and a schedule 
of city property. 

The city charter states that “no 
expenditure of public money from the 
annual appropriation order shall be 
authorized except by a vote of a ma- 
jority of all the members of the | 
board, taken by yea and nay.” This 
authorization is termed a grant and 
is a powerful lever in the hands of 
the aldermen. Uy it they may treat 
a mayor with the utmost liberality, 
as in the case of Mayor Cobb, where 
the entire annual appropriations were 
placed unreservedly in his hands in : 
the early spring, or they mav dole i 
out the appropriations in dimes and ' 
pennies. The operation of this p'‘o- 
vision of the city charter is far From 
satisfactory and is contra. y to tlie 
spirit in which the charter was con- 
ceived. 

In actual practise, tlie auditor ob- 
tains from each head of department, 
an estimate of the amount of money 
needed for the coining month. Tliese | 
estimates, together with schedules j 
showing the appropriation. the amount I 
expended and the balance of previous ! 
grants, arc submitted to the linanoe j 
committee, w'hich thereupon prepares 
an order granting the necessary funds 
for city expenses fur the month to 
come. In case of emergencies, addi- 
tional orders are prepared. 

Daily returns from the treasury de- 
partment of all receipts are made to 
the auditor and rarcfully recorded-, 
and the books of the treasurer and 
auditor are regularly compared. 

The auditor must also sign all buiuls 
and notes of the city in conjunction 
with the treuMtirer and mayor. 

In addition to his duties us city 
auditor, that official acts as secretary 
of the sinking fund cuiumissiuners, 
attends all thei** meetings and keeps 
heir records. 

He also acts us the agent of tlie 
tate board of commissioners of State 
Aid. This duty is similar to that of 
the Charity department. 

Two forms of military aid are 
given besides the Solders’ Kelief ren 
dcrctl by the City Clerk. Slate Aid 
to ail amount of $1 to $(> per month 
is grunted to pensioned soldiers or 
their dependents, in cases of necessi- 
ty by the stale. The payment being 
made by tlie city, which is reim- 
bursed by the state. 

The appropriation for Indigent 
Soldiers or Sailors can be used for 
needy soldiers or sailors, whether 
pensioned or not, and one half of the 
amount expended, is re^^id by the 


Commonwealth. The expenditures in 
this city average from S6 to S18 a 
month for the number so aided. 

All the above work requires careful 
examination into the necessity of each 
particular case, including military 
records and settlements. 

Monthly returns of all State Aid 
are also made to the comnimissioner 
of State Aid. 

The city auditor 611s an important 
place in municipal work, and should 
be given the utmost freedom of action, 
in order that the greatest bcnc6t may 
be received from his services. The 
present system is a great improve- 
ment over former methods in vogue 
under the old charter, but until the 
new charter is executed in its true 
spirit it will be impossible to obtain 
the best results.

Sensible Advice. 

The following interview with Hon. 
J. K. Leeson contains some practical 
suggestions of great value at the pres- 
ent time : 

“In view of the heinous crime per- 
petrated on the person of the Presi- 
dent, and of the changed conditions 
of society indicated by this and like 
offences, it appears to be the duty of 
citizens to aid in devising such means 
as* may lessen or prevent these offen- 
ces. It must be evident to persona of 
redectioii that means which have been | 
sufficient generations since to protect 
public interests are inadequate to j 
meet conditions of society entirely j 
different, as now existing. The plain | 
duty is such comparison of views i 
throughout the country as may help , 
national and state legislators to for- 
mulate laws required by present con- 
ditions. In order to be effective, it 
would seem advisable that such laws 
cover these points: 

(1.) In addition to existing causes 
of disability, refuse admission to all 
aliens who can be shown to have 
affiliations with Anarchist societies. 

(2.) Have aliens under surveillance 
until admission of citizenship and 
liable to deportation during such pe- 
riod for odences dangerous to the 
public weal. 

(3.) Admit no aliens to citizenship 
until aher residence of twenty-one 
years, the same term as that imposed 
upon those born in this country. 

(4.) Make attempts on the lives of 
public officials punishable by death or 
life imprisonment, according to cir- 
cumstances of the crime. 

(S. ) Provide that uttering, publish- 
ing or abetting incitement to violence 
be punishable in the same way as are 
actual offences. 

Immigration statistics show that a 
large majority of persons now, and 
for sometime past, arriving as im- 
migrants arc of a different type from 
those who came here, say ten years, 
ago. Even if they were not, there 
should seem to be no sufficient reason 
why the United States should place 
such a low estimate on the value of 
citizenship as at present. No one will 
3u6er grievous wrong by increasing 
the time limit as proposed. If those 
who desire to come feel that this gives 
them a grievance, the other alterna- 
tive is open to them, and it is better 
that by suitable restrictions, citizen- 
ship in this republic should not be 
lunger degraded, even though some 
eligible persons are refused suffrage. 
The sons of the greater number of in- 
telligent Americans are much better 
<|ualitied to discharge the duties and 
obligations of citizenship before they 
are twenty-one than are the vast ma- 
jority of aliens who come here.

WASHIhGTON LETTER. 

(Frtmi Our Itexulnr CurrsBpunileni.)

Thu sus])ense of the past week is 
c nded. President McKinley Is dead. 
And yet, though the dags are at half 
must and the colors, draped every- 
where us visible signs of mourning, 
there is somehow an air of unreality 
about the whole thing. Perhaps not 
until the day of the state funeral will 
Washington fully realize that the 
familiar and genial presence of Wil- 
liam McKinley has vanished forever 
from its streets. It may be that the 
actual realization of the tragedy has 
been less vivid here than in other 
cities ;for the news, Hushing over the 
wires, has as yet scarcely edected the 
memories which practically everyone 


in the city has of the dead President. 
He was one of the men who seemed 
deatlncd to go through life without 
being overtaken by accident. Hia 
whole career was ho natural, ho order- 
ly in ItH development that hia atidden 
tak itig off by the bullet of an asnaaB- 
in ./was one of the lant thinga hin 
frienda had thought of aa likely. It 
appeared far more probable that after 
two terms of honorable acrvlcc as 
chief magiatrate of the nation, he 
would retire to his home at Canton to 
enjoy a peaceful and well-earned quiet 
in hia old age. Bnt it was not to be. 

Old residents here arc inevitably 
comparing the scenes of today with 
those which followed the assassina- 
tion of Gardeld. At that time the 
city was thiown into a wild excit- 
ment, and all sorts of rumors were 
flying about. Today there is little if 
any excitement; there has been little 
during the past week. The dominant 
feeling is grief, and even that is sub- 
dued rather than demonstrative. 

It is, of course, to be expected that 
the possible course of Mr. McKinley's 
successor will occupy much of the at- 
tention of the public. While not so 
well known here, personally, as the 
late President, Roosevelt is too 
thoroughly a national character not 
to be familiar to every Washingtonian. 
There is room for much speculation 
as to his views and actions during 
the next three years. Perhaps no 
two men so radically different in tem- 
perament as Roosevelt and McKinley 
ever occupied places on the same 
ticket. It is one of those historical 
combinations which .seem to have been 
dictated hv the ingenuity of a novel- 
ist. McKinley was cautious, prudent, 
politic, and never made an enemy if 
he could help it, Roosevelt is bold, 
impetuous, frank and never hesitates 
to make an enemy rather than give 
up what he believes right. . Curious- 
ly enough. these two men both consci- 
entious. both earnest, both devoted to 
the welfare of the country as they 
understood it, arrived at practically 
the same point of view on the main 
political problems of the age; and it 
was this which n;ade it possible for 
them to occupy respectivelv the po- 
sitions of President and Vice Presi- 
dent. It is this, too, which makes 
the question of Roosevelt's future 
actions so interesting. While most 
people undoubtedly expect that he 
will make some radical departure from 
the policy laid down by his predeces- 
sor, It is quite possible that he may do i 
nothing of the kind so far as large 
public questions are 'concerned. He 
will certainly have his own notions of 
right, and follow them unswervingly, 
but at the present stage of his own 
and the country’s development, those 
notions may coincide very nearly 
with those entertained by Mr. Mc- 
Kinley. 

That some changes will be made 
in the Cabinet appears practically 
certain. It cannot be foretold when 
this will happen, or what the changes 
will be; for the matter will depend on 
party politics and also to some extent 
on the health of Secretary Hay, who 
is said to be much broken since the 
death of his son. Should Mr. Hay 
resign, as it is thought he is anxious 
to do, the dlling of his place would be 
a matter for very interesting specula- 
tion. The three republicans of promi- 
nence who stand nearest President 
Roosevelt are Senators Lodge, Wolcott 
and Depew. The chief objection to 
Wolcott would be geographical; for 
there are unwritten political laws 
which forbid the choosing of a Secre- 
tary of State from Colorado. There 
is also a geographical reason against 
Depew, as he, like Roosevelt, and 
Root, is from New York; and a New 
York Cabinet would not help the 
President much if he were contem- 
plating candidacy for re-election. 
Although Senator Depew is very 
many things besides a humorist, his 
appointment to a position of this sort 
would also, perhaps, give too much 
opportunity to Democratic cartoonists. 
This leaves Senator Lodge the most 
eligible candidate of the three; and he 
is a man of Roosevelt’s own sort, — 
the man of inherited traditions and 
literary ability, who goes into politics 
from conviction. Lodge as Secre- 
tary of State would remind a good 
many peoule of Lowell’s career as 
Minister to England, and that was 
successful. Secretary Root is a good 
friend of Roosevelt, and also, perhaps, 
the best available man for the place; 
but political reasons might possibly 
force hinv out. Secretary Wilson would 
stay where he is; he is a Western 
man, which is good, and the best Sec- 
retary of Agriculture the department 
has had in a long time; and that is 
better. Secretary Lojig’s relations 
with Roosevelt are rather problemati- 
cal and will continue to be so till 
after the decision of the Schley-Samp- 
son case. Mr. Long has not had any 
(juarrel with the President, he seldom, 
if ever, quarrels with anybody, but 
it is possible that internal dissensions 
in tlie Department might make 
trouble between them, or that the 
clamor of political opponents against 
alleged Department methods might 
force Mr. Long’s resignation. 

The only imi)orlant thing which 
has as yet happened in the Schley 
Court of Enquiry is the resignation 
of Admiral Howison and the selection 
of Admiral Francis M. Ramsay, re- 
tired, for the vacant place. It is said 
that Admiral Howison Is not sorry to 
be relieved of his delicate an<l onerous 
duty, and that Admiral Namsy is en- 
tirely cuinpeleiit to fulJil it. He suc- 
cee<led Admiral Sampson as superin- 
tendent of tlie Naval Academy, and 
distinguished liiniself by his tirmness 
and good judgment in suppresing a 
cadet rcbellUui of sonicwbat the same 
nalue us the late trouble at West 
Point. 

The Murylaml Union League Club 
has expelled Senator Wellington for 
his utterances at the time of Presi- 
dent McKinley’s assa.ssiiiation, aiul 
many Southern papers are urging 
that he be a'so expelled from the 
Senate if t>.is can be done. Meun- 
wlnle, M .rylamlers are advertising 
us mitc . as they cun, the fact that 
Wellington does not come of the real 
old native stock.

The cultivation of cacao, B.ay? a writer 
in Tlie Scientific American, is an Invit- 
ing agricultural pursuit in Trinidad 
and pans of Venezuela. The cacao tree 
cannot withstand strong sunsbiuc, and 
tho young plants have to bo shaded by 
banana or plantain trees and later, 
W’hen they attain their growth, by tall 
trees known a.s “immortelles,” or the

kind of c.ntiopy over the entire planta- 
tion. The fruit of the cacao tree is a pod , 
re.sembllng a cucumber and growing on ' 
tho tniuk or largo branches, whore It 
“looks as though It were artificially at- 
tached.” The seeds are like largo, thick 
lima honns Imbedded in pulp. Those 
form the cacao bonus of comruerco. The ■ 
processes of curing and drying require | 
much utleiulon.

Dr. Sblnn's Words. 

At Grace church last Sunday morn- 
ing, Dr. Shinn’s text was from Job 
35;10, “Who giveth songs in the 
night.” The idea he developed was 
that singing songs in the night was 
an expression of confidence in God in 
a time of trouble. 

After citinng some illustrations of 
men's "showing their trust when 
the night around them was black, he 
referred to the national sorrow thus: 

We have reached a period in our 
national affairs when we have special 
reason to consider the divine purpose 
to bring good out of evil. We stand 
today bewildered and distres.sed over 
a most tragic event which spreads its 
pall throughout our whole land. A 
nation mourns the loss of Its chief 
magistrate, cut down in the midst of 
his usefulness, slain bv tlie hand of 
an assassin. 

It was a most unexpected tragedy. 
If it had come in some hour of par* 
tizan strife or in sora^ hour of busi- 
ness prostration, when men were 
suffering for tlie lack of bread— it 
would not have been so startling. It 
came when the country is in great 
prosperity and when there is almost 
the entire absence of party heat. It 
came too, at a place where of all 
others labor is crowned— at the great 
industrial exposition where the imple- 
ments of the work shop and the field 
take precedence of the rifle and the 
sword. Strange that a poor insignifi- 
cant creature at such a time and In 
such a place— should be able to do the 
devil’s work and plunge a world into 
sorrow! Strange that the victim 
should have been the man who has 
so steadily grown in the affections of 
the American people. Yes, it is all 
terribly bewildering. We cannot un- 
derstand it. Wc cannot understand it. 

We have to fall back upon the fact 
that though the heavens are dark— 
the Lord is still reigning and that He 
can bring good out of evil. He can 
still enable men to sing songs in the 
night. 

It is hard for us to think of sing- 
ing any exultant song today while 
we prepare the dead body of the Presi- 
dent for its burial— but we can sing 
I the quiet song of trust and confidence 
that all will be well in the end. 

We must not let mere resentment at 
the author of this dreadful calamity 
carry us out of union with Him who 
is Lord of heaven and earth. “Father 
forgive them for they know not what 
they do,” was the prayer of One 
whose life ended upon the cross and 
who forgave all who brought Him 
there. 

With the most utter loathing of the 
crime itself and of all the false tcacli- 
ings which have led up to it — we may 
yet pity those who knew not what 
they did when they raised their hands 
against the constituted authority. 

It is not the time for wrath, even 
though the wheels of justice move 
swiftly to punish the guilty, but it 
is tile time to ask what wc can do to 
prevent the spread of principles in- 
jurious to the well being of the state, 
and Inimical to the best interests of 
society. 

When we ask such a question we 
come back to tiie old reply than which 
no better can ever be given. Here it 
is— the safety of the republic, and tlie 
welfare of society are best ’secured 
when the religion of Christ takes 
most lioUl of the hearts of the people. 

This is a Christian nation. It was 
founded to be a Cliristian nation. 
Anarchism is unchristian. This is a 
Cliristian people, although so many 
live unchristianly and its destiny is 
as vet unfulfilled. It has a future as 
yet unrealized. 

Would you know how best to show 
your detestation of the crime which 
has laid low our ruler? Would you 
know how best you can show your 
abhorrence of the principles which 
have made that crime possible? 
Would you knosv how best to make 
your nation rise up to the front? 

There are ways better than having 
every loyal man in the country have a 
hand in the actual execution of the 
criminal a few months or a few 
weeks hence. Better than to have 
every loyal man in the land take an 
actual part in expelling every sus- 
pected anarchist from the country. 
Better than all violent talk, better 
than all mob violence, is the return 
to the practice of the religion svhich 
of late has seemed to be in decline. 

Let us seek to be true Christian 
men. Let us teach the doctrines and 
the duties of the Christian life more 
cleirly. Let us urge men more 
strongly to love God and their follow 
men- - thus shall we show our ahsulule 
aversiou to tlie crime which has 
brought such sorrow and out of the 
tiarkuess wliich now spreads its black 
pall over us- there will go uj» songs 
In the night.

SCHOOL BOARD. 

Will Need $202,339 lor 
1902 Expences. 

Considerable Amount of Rou- 
tine Business. 


Wednesday evening an important 
meeting of the school board for the 
transaction of a considerable amount 
of routine busine.ss wa.s held. 

In his monthly report Superintend 
dent of Schools A. B* Fifield said that 
the membership on Sept. 20 amounted 
to 5601, an increase of 250 or equaling 
4 per cent, as compared with last 
year’s figures. 

Further he stated that seven new 
rooms had been opened this year. He 
emphasized the fact that the amount 
appropriated for incidentals would 
not be sufficient to meet all the de- 
mands of the coming three months of 
1901, and that the calls for several re- 
quisites would have to be placed on 
file for the present. 

Mr. Fifield announced that he was 
entirely satisfied with the excellent 
working force of masters and teachers 
and stated in that connection that he 
made these temporary appointments: 
Grace M. Hill.salary $600; Marion Ew 
Buswell, salary $600; Ella L. Howe, 
salary $6(X); L- A. H. Jackson, salary 
$3(X); Mabel G. Bateman, salary $30 g, 
and Lillian A. Young at a salary of 
S300. 

Continuing he said, “A year ago. 
the public school at Waban was en- 
larged, and two teachers added. It 
was confidently believed that the at- 
tendance would increase materially, 
but the school opens this fall with 
less than the minimum number of 
pupils in two rooms. This fact has 
already been brought to the attention, 
of the board in connection with the 
estimates for the fiscal year, and one 
salary has been deducted from the ap- 
propriation for that school. The ques- 
tion now arises whether we shall 
continue the present number of rooms 
until January 1. 1902. In order to 
place this before the board for deci- 
sion, I have, acting upon the sugges- 
tion of one of the members, prepared 
an order suspending the rules in this 
case.”

Mary E. Jordan an unassign^ teach- 
er at a salary of $ 000 , and referriug 
the question of transferring the Lin- 
coln school from Ward 2’s district to 
Ward 1, to the committee on rules.

A Comprehensive Explanation of the Hanagement of 
riunlcipal Affairs. 

The Auditing Department, Its System and Methods Described This 

Week. 


The fire department has a fasciiia- 1 
tioii for every citizen from the youth | 
in school, to the gray haired veteran, i 
We like to see the apparatus tearing 
through the streetH, to watch it at 
work extinguishing the flames and 
many people pass the fire stations 
with halting step, hoping to obtain 
a glimpse of the hitching-up process. 

In this city, the fire department is 
most efficiently managed and its 
modest demands in the annual budget 
arc cheerfully granted by succeeding 
boards of aldermen. It is run without 
apparent friction, does its work well, 
and is in a state of high discipline at 
all times. 

This result is primarily due to the 
personality of its chief, Walter II. 
Randlett, who has been eighteen 
years in the service, as assistant 
chief and chief, and whose reputation 
as a fire fighter is not confined to the 
limits of the City of Newton. 

The department consists of a chief, 
assistant chief, 28 permanent men 
employed as engineers and drivers 
and over 60 call men. The apparatus 
consists of three steam and two 
chemical engines, two trucks and 
eight hose wagons. Nine stations 
are maintained and 40 horses used in 
the work. 

The permanent men are on duty 
for twenty-four hours each day, with 
three hours allowed for meals and are 
provided with lodgings at the various 
stations. Fourteen days’ vacation 
are granted annually and one day’s 
leave of absence in every fourteen 
days. This leave of absence requires 
the service of two relief men who ro- 
tate from station to station as the 
leave is granted. 

The engineers, where steamers are 
kept, have general charge of the 
station, and its heating apparatus 
and keep everything including the 
steamer in condition for immediate 
use. The drivers take care of the 
horses, stables and harnesses, and 
exercise the horses dally. In stations 
where there are no steamers, the 
drivers also have charge of the house. 

The call men are divided into com- 
panies, each in charge of a foreman. 
Five are assigned to each hose com- 
pany, nine to each truck and seven to 
each engine. They answer every 
alarm in the district to which they 
are assigned under penalty of one 
dollar fine for each neglect. 

All firemen are appointed by the 
chief, subject to approval of the 
mayor. The permanent men are 
usually selected from the call force, 
and one or more substitutes are always 
provided for the call force. Appoint- 
ments are always probationary and 
are not confirmed for at least six 
months. 

The fire alarm telegraph system 
is indispeiislble to the eflioieiicy 
of the department. 138 boxes arc 
scattered about the city at points ap- 
proved by the chief, and are divided 
into eight different electrical circuits. 
Each circuit has its own complement 
of boxes, bells and goiigd, and is con- 
nected through an instrument at 
headquarters called the repeater, with 
every other circuit in the city, 

A brief description of what happens 
when there is a fire may be of inter- 
est. In ringing an alarm the key to 
the nearest box is obtained from some 
nearby responsible citizen, the box 
opened and the hook found inside is 
pulled down. This starts a iiiechaiii- 
.cal clock movement, operated by a 
spring, and revolves a circuit wheel, 
cut with teeth, cotrespotidiiig to the 
number of the box. The moveineut 
of these teeth, makes and breaks the 
electrical circuit, and the necessary 
impetus given the mechanisin opera- 
ting the strikers to the bells and 
gongs on that circuit. Through the 
repeater at headquarters the remain- 
ing circuits arc then set in motion 
and the alarm sounded throughout 
the city. The bell strikers are operat- 
ed mechanically and will strike from 
50 to 350 blows without rewindiug. de- 
penditig on the length of the drop for 
the weight. 

In passing through lire alarm head- 
quarters at Newton Centre, the alarm 
sets in motion the apparatus control- 
ling the pen register and time stamp. 
The time is stamped on an endless 
paper tape, and the pen registers the 
blows, the time being again stamped 
when the alarm ceases. 

The alarm is sounded in each sta- 
tion, the gas is lighted and the stall 
doors opened automatically, thereby 
releasing the horses, which are trained 
to go immediately to tlieir places. 
The swinging harness is clasped to 
them with a few rapid movements, 
and the driver is often in his seat 
ready to start before the first round 
of the box is completed. Ten secontls 
is the record for a two liorse hitch in 
Newton and IS seconds for a three 
horse hitch. The doors of the sta- 
tion can be opened by the driver from 
his seat and as soon as the box is lo- 
cated a start is made. 

The house is left to the care of the 
police olficer on that beat, the g*is lie- 
ing automuticallv exting'uisheil in 
three minutes. The first fireman ar- 
riving at a fire has supreme command 
inilil a superior officer arrives. ()n 
reaching the c<inflagration the driver 
of the hose wagon run.s a line of hose 
from the nearest hydrant to the tire 
and the engi»« immediately connects 
with the hydrant and hose. The 
chemical engines drive .as near as 
possible and run a line of hose right 
into the building. _ 

The chief and assistmit chief, go to 
all tires except during the frequent 
brush fires in the spring and fall, and 
they are the only persons authorized 
to ring in more than one alarni. In 
a general way it may be said that 
one engine, one chemical, one truck 
and 3 to 4 hose wagons answer every 
ularm. Special danger points like 


hotels, schools, factories and mills 
call for extra apparatus. The city is 
divided into districts, so much appar- 
atus being assigned to^cach box, more 
apparatus responding to a second 
alarm, and the whole department com- 
ing to a third. When an alarm is 
sounded in one district, the second 
alarm apparatus holds itself in rc.adi- 
ncss to answer any other first alarm 
which may come from that diatict as 
well as its own. 

On returning to the station, all 
hands, call men and permanent men, 
turn to and clean the apjiaratus, wash 
the hose and hang it in the tower for 
2 or 3 days to dry. A spare set being 
placed on the wagon for duty in the | 
meantime. A record is then made of I 
the alarm and other necessary details | 
and the atmosphere resumes its ' 
usual serenity. | 

The machinery at fire alarm head- ' 
quarters was all made in this city i 
and is well worth a visit. It con- I 
sists of a 10 circuit repeater, 10 pen I 
register, controller, time stamp, I 
switches for the diiTercnt circuits and I 
a battery of 400 cells. I 

The care of the fire alarm telegraph j 
requires the service of three perman- 
ent men, acting under direct super- 
vision of the chief. They keep the 
various lines in working order, run 
new wire where needed, and report at 
all fires, for such duty as may be as- 
signed them. 

The chief is a busy man. He not 
only must be in constant readiness 
to respond to all alarms, but must see 
that every piece of apparatus and 
equipment is in constant readiness for 
fire service, and that the fire al^rm 
telegraph with its miles of wire is in 
good working order. Minor duties 
such as the inspection of all electric 
wiring, the location of poles and wires 
by private corporations and individu- 
als, the oversight of storage of in- 
flamafale and combustible materials 
come also within his province. In 
the execution of these manifold duties 
the chief travels about twenty miles 
a day on an average, and thirty miles 
is not an unusual trip. 

The assistant chief with an office at 
West Newton has general charge of 
the clerical work of the department, 
and is also in constant readiness to 
answer all alarms. 

For all the above and for many 
other reasons, Nesvton should be proud 
of its fire department. 

The confidence reposed in the de- 
partment by the city government is 
well placed and is shared by every 
citizen who has given the subject any 
attention.

G.," and soon 
all the followers of that clan were giv- 
en the title of "Whig,” which was aft- 
erward attached as a party nickname.

There i.s every indication that tlie j 
Hnal draft of the double track 'fran- ' 
chise in Boylston street, granted by 
the Board of Aldermen to the Boston I 
A Worcester Street Railway Co. is to 
be accepted. The matter has been 
batted back and forth between the 
city and the company for the last six 
months. the city yielding in every 
instance from the high standard set 
earlier in the year As finally passed 
the city has modified the conditions 
so as to relieve the company of the 
cost of macadamizing the road beds, 
the construction of drainage and 
about one-half of the land damages. 

These items will ultimately cost the 
city over S70,00(^, depending on the 
amount of land damages. What 

effect this result will have on future 
street railway franchises is open to 
question, but this precedent will un- 
doubtedly subject future aldermen to 
persistent pre«ure when like subjects 
are under consideration. 

THE AFTERMaTH.

The pepper plant Is propagated by 
cuttings, comes into bearing throe or 
four years after it Is sot and yields 
two crops annually for about 12 3 'ear 8 . 
When n few of the berries change 
from green to red, all of thorn arc gath- 
ered, bceausc if they wore allowed to 
ripen ouy longer they would bo less 
pungent. To tit tbom for market they 
aro dried, separated by rubbing with 
the hands and cleaned by winnowing. 
The block popper of commerce consists 
of the berries thus prepared.

NEW MINISTER. 

First Sermon by Rev. A. 
L, Hudson 

As Pastor of the Channing 
Church. 


Hobrews. 12 . 1 : Wherefore, seeing we 
also are conipansed about with ro great a 
cloud of wltnoBHos, lot us lay aside every 
weight, and the sill wldch doth so easily 
beset UH, aiitl let us run with patience the 
race that Is set before us, looking unto 
Jesus the unthor nnd tlulsher of ouf faith. 

Although speaking to a congrega- 
tion of Christian Hebrews, it is very 
evident that Paul had in mind the 
Olympic games, in which the youth 
of Greece used to contend for the 
prizes, while the leading men of Ath- 
ens sat within the great amphitheatre 
watching the games and cheering on 
the different contestants. You can 
easily imagine the scene which Paul 
saw upon the great hill at Athehs : 
The young men stripped for the race, 
and eager to begin, while the older men 
upon the benches gazed upon them, 
inquired their names, and told of the 
deeds of prowess that were done in the 
good old times when they were young. 
Then the race begins and every eye 
is strained to watch its progress. 

Something of the same excitement 
is found in our own time. During the 
past week tye have heard of the young 
men preparing for the athletic con- 
tests of the autumn, and in a very few 
weeks two teams, representing the 
two greatest universities of our land, 
will stand over yonder face to face for 
the most exciting battle of the season. 
And after all the tricks that have 
been so carefully and secretly prac- 
ticed, have been tried and met, there 
will come a time in the game when 
the issue is to be decided by the 
power of strength, endurancr, and will. 
Then you will see both sides nerving 
themselves for the trial, and to cheer 
them on you will see up yonder bn the 
benches the waving of crimson flags. 
With one man standing below, to lead 
the cheering, you will hear the crowd 
give the deep guttural three times 
three and nine long “Harvards,” and 
YOU will see that crimson line rush 
forward with renewed strength. It 
seems impossible to withstand such 
an onslaught. But instantly, at 
another point on the benches, you 
will see the blue flags fluttering and 
will hear those nine short, sharp, ex- 
asperating yells that ’ precede the 
mighty roar of “Yale.” and the blue 
line will grow firm as a stone wall to 
with stand the onset. The game has 
become the struggle of giants In 
the arena. 

Well, let them struggle there. What 
matter which one scores the touch- 
down? The great game that is being 
fought and won is the mastery of 
self, the development of the “wrest- 
ling thews that throw the world;” 
the power of self-control, the energy, 
nerve and courage — these are the 

great prizes that are won in that 
arena. But more significant even 
than this is the meaning of the power 
that comes to those young men from 
the cloud of witnesses sitting on the 
benches. What does it mean? Well, 
first, encouragement, cheer, the fact 
that some one is on their side, the 
power of human sympathy, svhich is I 
always a potent stimulus in deeds of 
prowess. ! 

But there is something more than 
that: there is a sense of responslbilitv 
that comes to those young men as 
they realize that they are represent- 
ing something larger than themselves. 

It is not merely their own personal 
victory over these eleven men; there 
are. in the first place, the traditions 
of the two universities in tlieir ath- , 
letic contests, each man is fired with I 
zeal at thought of the time when ' 
Hiiikej’ and Hefflefinger were in the j 
blue line, and Comstock and Holden 
led the crimson, and they want to 
maintain the traditions of tliose 
earlier days. And that consciousness 
of acting in a representative capacity. | 
with the sense of responsibility that 
goes along with it multiplies their 
effectiveness and power. But there-is , 
even deeper significance in all this 
cheering and striving. It is the sub- 
consciousness that, far back of these 
modern contests lie two centuries of 
manly struggle and endeavor, repre- 
sented by the earnest life of these 
two great institutions that have gone 
into the up-building of the nation. 
All the splendid traditions of Yale 
and Harvard are represented up yon- 
der on the benches anb down here in 
the arena. That is what is smybol- 
ized by the blue and crimson and 
gives significance to every cheer. 

Something of this sort must have 
been in Paul’s mind as he wrote to 
that little band of Hebrew Christians, 
saying to them, “We also have our 
cloud of witnesses.” He recalled 
their asicient traditions; how Moses 
led the people out of the land of 
Egypt : how Abraham had come out 
into an unknown country, he knew 
not whither, by faith in the word of 
God, dependence on a higher power; 
how Isaac and Jacob had maintained 
that faith. they and their descendants. 
So he recounts the great names of 
a mighty past and says to his Hebrew 
disciples: “These men, Abraham 

and Isaac and Jacob and Barak and 
Jephtha, Samuel, Saul and David, all 
the great leaders of Israel in the days 
of its might as a nation — these are 
witnesses of your efforts, your strug- 
gles, your manhood and your vvoman- 
huod. Let us then run with patience 
the race set before us.” 

The same lesson that Paul sought 
to interpret in speaking to these 
early Christians comes to ns with 
e()iial power today. We ai4 snrroimd- 
cd by a cloiul of witnesses. As a 
great nation all those who have strug- 
gled fur human lilierty sit upo)i tlie 
great bencties of eternity. Nvitiiesses 
(if our effort to solve tlio problem of 
lil>erty and Jaw today.' Tliey arc 
watching our struggle, they are cheer- 
ing our etVurts, they are inspiring us 
with a sense of . our responsibility. 
The great word of tlie past century 
was undoubtedly the woril “liberty.” 


The groat wo-d of the o»i-coniing cen- 
tury muHt be ‘co-operation. “People 
must learn to take thift libertv, which is 
the inheritance of the past, and 
carry it forward into the larger unity 
of the human race. They must learn 
that law and liberty are one. That 
then only is man free, when he is 
self-controlled, and when character 
underlies the power of freedom. 

Great strain and tension Is upon 
our institutions, and it demands of 
us patience, courage and wisdom. 
God grant that they who must meet 
this need, they who must pass wise 
laws, and they who must secure the 
just enforcement of those law* may 
be strengthened and guide<i by the 
infinite intelligeffoe to think and act 
aright. 

“Teach me, O God, to know thy 
law,” should be the constant prayer 
of those upon whom devolves the re- 
sponsibility of government. There 
has never been in the world’s history 
a moment when the power of vital re- 
ligion and its need were more strong- 
ly felt than they are today. 

The lesson comes home to us as a 
Christian church, and to those who 
compose this Channing church it 
comes with especial significance at 
the dawning of its second half cen- 
tury. We also have our cloud of 
witnesses. Wc look over the struggle 
that our denominational ideals have 
had to find a place in the Christian 
world. I cannot refrain from speak- 
ing a word of personal feeling of 
gratefulness at the spirit of Christ- 
ian unity I have found in this place. 
On Thursday, as we met together in 
pur Slater churph with the different 
congregations of this city, joining in 
an expression of a common grief and 
a common faith, it seem to me that 
the time had come when God’s chil- 
dren had learned that they might 
work together in all the essentials 
of Christian life and Christian prog- 
ress, regardless of differences in 
forms of worship, and statements of 
belief. 

But it has not always been thus easy 
for us as Unitarians to perform our 
part in the world’s work. We must 
not forget in our joy and gratitude 
that behind us lie the struggles and 
trials of brave men and women. Our 
fathers have labored hitherto and we 
have entered into their labors. We 
look to the great souls of our faith — 
Priestly and Martineau and Parker 
and Freeman; to Channing, the pa- 
tron saint of our own church. How 
these have wrought that other men 
might have the right to think for 
themselves, and still preserve their 
place in the common worship of ail 
that was sacred in the religion of 
their fathers. How they have borne 
the obloquy of the name “Infidel. ” 
“Antichrist,” and all the suspicion 
and vituperation that in early days 
was heaped upon those who dared to 
uphold the cause of religious liberty! 
They sit yonder on the benches as 
witnesses, prompting our efforts. 
And the sense of encouragement that 
I comes to us Iromthem is coupled with 
deep responsibility. Our inheritance 
requires of us that we shall carry for- 
ward to still larger achievement the 
noble work which they began. 

I But the memory of other witnesses 
must come to you at this time with 
' especial vividness and power— wit- 
j nesses who have been still nearer and 
I dearer to your hearts. Not wood and 
stone, but the devoted loyalty and 
generous self-sacrifice of noble lives, 
are the real foundation and frame 
work of this church. The names of 
some of these brave souls were men- 
tioned ill your anniversary service 
one week ago today; hut many others 
must be in your thoughts. 1 think of 
one whose life has touched my own 
very closely in the parish from which 
I have just come. I never knew him 
while he lived, but his lofty spirit of 
consecration to duty, and the splendid 
ideals he upheld during thirty- years 
of loyal service, made tliemelves 
known to me in the very life blood of 
the church he loved and served so long 
and well. It seems to me more than 
a coincidence that in coming to you 
1 find his name enshrined also in 
your hearts, his teachings cherished 
in your thoughts, his ideals finding 
fit expression in vour lives. The spirit 
of Dr. Hosmer is with us today, en- 
couraging our hope and calling us to 
duty. 

Time would fail me, even if I knew 
their names, to speak of all whose 
lives liave been Inwrought with the 
hopes, the stuggles and the victories 
that liave marked the progress of this 
noble church in Its first half century 
of earnest life; but as we turn to the 
new tasks and complicated problems 
that are just before us, the thought 
is full of inspiration to me that all 
of these are watching us with eager 
interest, with love and hope and sym- 
pathy, cheering and coiiimanding ns 
to carry forward to still larger fulfill- 
ment their uncompleted work. I can 
only say with Paul, “Wherefore see- 
ing we also are compassed about ivith 
so great a cloud of witnesses, let us 
run with patience the race that is set 
before us, looking unto Jesus the au- 
thor and linisher of our faitli.”

A Nigbt of Terror. 

“Awful anxiety wan felt for the 
widow of the brave General Burnham 
of Machia*, Me., when the doctors 
said she would die from Uiieuniunia 
before morning” writes Mra. S. H. 
Lincoln, who attended her that fear- 
ful night, tint she begge 1 fur Dr.

Lasell Seminary. 

Col. H. B. Sprague, who for a num- 
ber of years past has delivered a liter- 
ary lecture on the first evening of the 
academic year at Lasell Seminary, 
entertained his large audience of 
teachers, students and invited guests 
on Thursday evening of this week, 
with a graphic account of his experi- 
eces in Confederate military prisons. 
The lecture bore the semi-humorous 
title, “When I was in Jail," He gave 
a vivid description of the battle of 
Winchester, in the heat of which he 
was captured, and of the rapid retreat 
of Early’s ariuy before Bheridan’s 
overwhelming advance. Then fol- 
lowed an account of the prisons and 
prisoners at Libby, Salisbury and 
Danville. The lecture was remarka- 
ble in that it avoided all description 
of Unpleasant expet'iences, merely 
alluding to them now and then in a 
good natured and jocose manner, and 
dwelling with some particularity on 
the courtesies, kindnesses and Chris- 
tian spirit show to the prisoners on 
many occasions. This is a phase of 
prison life too often ignored, and it 
is hoped that Col. Sprague will pub- 
lish his narrative in (lermanent form. 

It is doubly desirable fur it covers 
a difl'erent series of experiences from 
those of Chaplain McCabe and other 
lecturers. It abounded in amusing 
anecdotes.
